No New Statehood 
' At This Session 


Public opinion polls for years have listed a 
majority of citizens of the continental United 
States as favorably inclined toward the granting 
of statehood to Hawaii and Alaska, but Congress 
continues to look upon such proposals with a 
jaundiced eye. Washington observers regard the 
chances of favorable action being taken at this 
session of Congress as zero. 
If a poll taker asks an average American 
his views on a subject of this sort, chances are 
he hasn't done much (if any! serious thinking 
about 
it. Most Americans probably have an 
amiable feeling that 
Hawaii and Alaska are 
entitled to statehood, but they don't really care 
much either way. 
Congress, which has committees 


deeply into the subject, may be in 
position to make a wise decision. 
In the case of polyglot Hawaii, moreover, 
there is considerable opposition from southern 
Senators, who are not prepared to welcome as 
a state territory where what they describe as 
“ mixing of the races” goes further than any­ 
where else under the American flag. And they 
see 
no compelling 
reason 
for admission 
of 


Alaska either. 
But there is northern opposition, too. It is 
widely regarded as unwise to set a precedent 
by admitting territories not a part of the con­ 
tinental U. S. as states. 
State government in 
cither case might prove too costly for local tax­ 
ation. in which event 
Washington would 
be 
called upon to directly foot part of the bills for 
state governments, another mischievous prece­ 
dent. 
These are some of the reasons— and there 
are many others — why the results of the polls 
have not been translated into legislative action.

Slogans are usually Uke th a t— 
just downright lies.

C apitalism '’ was developed by the I nited State* 
Information Agency bul accepted by the A dvertis­ 
ing Council as its special task for 1956-57. W hat the 
Advertising Council w anted to tell mankind was 
how broadly the benefits of the American economic 
system are shared and the extent to which the 
ordinary American has money at work helping to 
produce good* and service*. 


This is indeed a noble purpose if propaganda of 
this n atu re ever has any value, which is very doubt­ 
ful. 
The great propagandists in history, Paul. M a­ 
homet. Karl Marx, advocated ideas rather than finan­ 
cial benefits; Winston Churchill put spine into a w av er­ 
ing Britain, by advocating abnegation — blood, sweat 
and te a r s —just as G autam a. Francis of .Assisi and 
Gandhi offered poverty and faith rather than m aterial 
benefits to a saddened world. 
A m ericans regard them selves as very practical 
people and believe that they can accomplish any­ 
thing by advertising and public relations. 
They can 
prove th at by their ability to sell anything from chew- 
mg gum to automobiles in huge quantities. 
However, why is it that they have not been able 
lo scil Thomas Jefferson or even Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt to the peoples of E urope and Asia'.’ Is it because 
w hat they did try to sell, the superiority of the auto­ 
mobile over the bicycle or the camel, did not interest 
those peoples? Why have they not been able to influ­ 
ence any part of Asia that the United States is a 
friendly,* cheerful, free-giving nation without ulterior 
m otives and without a desire to seize any land or any 
people'.' Nobody believes that to be true in Asia, not 
even the Japanese and Filipinos who should know how 


true it is. 
Apparently what these sellers of soup and steel 
and cosmetics do not understand is that when a people 
is in real trouble, when life seem s to be utterly un­ 
bearable, what the individual wants is not som e m ore 
things but a greater assu ra n c e of love and peace.

Life Expectancy In U.S. Continues To Increase 


By Dr. Theodore R. Van Dellen 
There is a difference between 
the life span and life expectancy. 
Confusion 
com es 
because 
both 
term s are used when discussing 
length of life. The life span is the 
biologic rate of existence and re ­ 
fers to how long m an can live. 
There is no limitation but we will 
settle for 
IOO years. Some a u ­ 
thorities believe the limit should 
be set at 140 years. 
Lite expectancy is approaching 
70 years in contrast to 48.2 years 
in 1900 and 38.3 in 1850. This does 
not m ean that more and more 
people are living to age 70. even 
though this undoubtedly is true 
hut that the baby born today has 
a life expectancy of 70 years. 


These statistics are m ade up on 
a group basis, usually per 100,000 
of the population, and represent 
the projected average length of 
lite of all its m em bers. In other 
words, at any age following birth, 
life expectancy is the average 
num ber of y ears rem aining to 
each person in the group. 


The figure changes each year 
and when a particularly hazard­ 
ous period is passed, the chances 
of living longer are better and 
this good fortune is reflected in 
the life expectancy. 


Childhood is particularly dan- 


He lias had all the things that he ever d ream ed 
of, but what he really w ants is the love of those 
who can give him comfort.

The m an 
who lived to be 60 in 1850 had to 
be healthy to survive. His life 
expectancy on reaching 60 w as 
15.6 years, in contrast to the 1953 
figure of 15.8. The difference is 
not great but represents som e im ­ 
provement. 
Why are there so m any 70 y e a r 
olds today'.' 
Because m ore and 
m ore people have survived the 
dangers of the early years. E v ery 
time 
we 
save 
10.000 
babies 
through a pediatric or obstetric 
miracle, 
it 
m eans 
that 
10,000 
m ore 
individuals 
will 
have 
a 
chance of reaching 70.

medical 
profession 
has 
turned its research guns on g e r­ 
iatrics and the death rate m ay be 
postponed one or m ore d ecades 
through scientific attacks on c a n ­ 
cer and arteriosclerosis.
